The Second 
Ohio was presented with a handsome national 
flag costing $100. 

Kentuckians were présented with a beautiful 
embroidered silk etars and stripes, costing 
$200. In additien to the jewels awarded un- 
der the rules, Captain Roemer, of the Busch 
Zouaves, was presented wiih an exquisite dia- 
mond bedge, costing $150, and Lieutenant 
Wilson, of Earl’s Gatling’ gun bat- 
tery, New York, received a superb 
diamond jewelled badge costing $250. Instead 
ofsilk guidons, the liouston Light Guards 
and the Montgomery Grays received a very 
fine silk embroidered flag, costing $600, The 
men were much dissatisfied at the money 
prizes not being distributed, and many oxpress 
doubts of ever recéivingthem. It was aaid 
thet Governor Underwood gave asthe reason 
for not baving the necessary funds to pay the 
eash prizes, that it wasdue to the number of 
Philadelphians who failed to respond with the 
contributions they promised. When Gov- 
ernor Underwood was auestioned about the 
failure to pay the cash prizes, he replied that 
the companies had all been satisfied, and 
would talk no further on the subject. 

Captain 'Roso Roemer, of the Busch Zou- 
aves, said this evening that he had reccived a 
check for $1,500 from the mhnagement, in : d- 
dition to the gold badge. He said he knew 
that ail the money prizes had been paid. The 
other com mandants of the various military or- 

ranizations, who were seen this evening, said 
that the cash prizes had only been gua@ran- 
teed. Colonel H. L. Underwood gave his 
word that the prizes hed been paid, but no 
publicity was given the ceremony, and the 
studied efforts of the management to avoid ar- 
swering inquiries from the newspaper repre- 
sentatives, and the inability or disinclination 
to give reliable information at any stage ofthe 
enterprise, rendered it a difficult task to ascer- 
tain the facts. 
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TOBACCO 


of Pounds Smoked Away in 
Wiscgusin, 

Mapisox, Wis., July 6.—Oneof the most 
disastrous fires that ever occured in this sec- 
ticn of the state took place at Stoughton 
yesterday, burning ten out of thirteen large 
tobacco warehouses, the St. Paul depot and 
about twenty freight cars loaded with wheat 
end merchandise, causing a loss estimated all 
the way from $500,000 to $1,000,000. 

The fire originated inthe old hay press now 
used asa box factory. The tobacco ware- 
bouses were all owned by New York and 
Philadelpbia tobacco houses, Oppen- 
heimer «& Co., Rosenwald & Co., 
Cohn & Co., and John Mark, of Chicago, 
among the losers. The fire probably

being 
c aused the heaviest destruction of tobacco that 
has ever occurred in the United States at one 
time from that cauge. It is estimated that 
folly one-third of the entire tobacco crop of 
lest year was consumed. There were aout 
9.000 cases stored in the warehouses ready for 
shipment. These cases were worth a bout $50 
a piece, thus making the loss on the tobacco 
about $450,000. The warehouses were worth 
ebout £2,500 each, making an additional 
loss of $25,000. The depot was a large frame 
structure which hed been recently repaired so 
that it was almost entirely new. A large 
amount of freigbt stored in the depot was 
caved. The treight cars which were burned 
were standing on the side track, and in the 
excitement of the fire it was impossible 
toremove them toa safe location. Nothiug 
can be learned of the origin of the fire. The 
yerneral opmion, however, is that it was start- 
ed by some fourth of July patriot; who was 
eareless in the use of fireworks. The loss 1s 
partially covered by insurance, though the 
exactsmount could not be learned. The loss 
ot the seven companies represented by A. H. 
Main, of this city, is $58,500. The individual 
Josses te)l mostly on eastern buyers, though 
some of the Stoughton buyers lost from $25,- 
000 to $75,000, and will be ruined by it, The 
disaster will throw about 500 people out of em- 
ploy ment.

THE FRENCH DEFEATED. 


THE ANNAMITES SURPRISE GEN- 
ERAL COURCEY, 


7 
The French Greatiy Excited Over the thé News from 
4nneam, Which Shows *That Their Troops are 
in a COrtties! Condition—The News 
Througtout the Old World. 


Paris, July 6.—General Courey, the com- 
mender of the French forces, telegraphs fur- 
ther from Huein regard tothe attack made 
upon him by the Annamite garrison the night 
after his arrival at the capital. He gives the 
lorses in killed and wounded of both sides 
as follows: French 60, Annamite 1,500. 
After this engsgement General Courcy occu - 
pied the citadel, which he found to contain 
He has also ordered re- 
inforeements to be sent here from Haiphong. 
The press of Paris, speaking of the dttack, in- 
sist that severe and striking punishment 
ehould be administered to the Annamites. 
They giso e&press the belief that the attack 
was (fe result of a conspiracy formented by 
China, M. de Freycinet, minister for foreign 
affairs, has ordered General Courcy to exact 
immediate 
reparation for the attack. 

itis stated that the loss of the French in 
the fight at Hue was much greater than Gen- 
eral Courey reported it. Itis also said the 
position of General Courcy’s forceis a very 
critica) one, and that strong reinforcements 
bave been sent him from Tonquin. It is con- 
sidered very probable that another campaiga 
will bave to be undertaken by the French, as 
the Annamites are resolved to oppose French 
protection. 

In the chamber ot deputies to-day, three 
telegrams from General Courcy were read by 
M. de Freycinet. These stated that thirty 
thousend Annamites had attacked the French 
troops at Hue, and burned the straw huts in 
which the French were quartered. General 
Campcnon, minister of war, said the French 
forces in Torquin numbered 35,000. Of these 
5,000 were evailable to be dispatched to any 
point. He begged the house to feel reassured. 

Monsignor lreppel said the events at Hue 
bad modified? the situation in relation to 
China, and be therefore moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate on the Chinese’ peace 
treaty. 

M. de Freycinet opposed the motion, and 
the chamber sustained his objection. 

An evening dispatch just received fron 
General Courcy says the Annamites at Hue 
are preparing to make a fresh attack on his 
position. The general expresses confidence in 
his ability to held out sgainstthe Aunamites 
until reinforced. 

THE STORY OF THE ATTACK. 
he following is the text of General C 
cys telegrrams: 

Hue. July 5.—3 a.m,.—The French legation and 

Hongea were suddenly attacked at one o'clock 
this morning, by the whole annamite garrison oi 
the citacel. The entire quarters of the marines 
andinfantry, consisting of straw huts, posted 
sround the legation, were set on fire, some by in- 
cendiary missiles and others by hand, but the em- 
basey itself was untouched. No serious losses 
bave occurred. It is impossible to know what 
happened at Hongca, where the third Zouavesare 
quartered. The citadel is afire at Several 
| oints. A hot artillery and infantry fire is being 
epttup. lam certain, from the direction of the 
firing, thatthe enemy bas been repulsed. Ihave 
been able to save the tek zraph hut, and have sent 
orders to Harpherg to have the trowos encamped 
there sent here, I feel no uneasiness. 

Hur, Jniy 6.—11 a. m —The citadel Is in our pos- 
fees'On, With one thousand cannen. The troops 
be haved splendidly, and I have fall eonfidence in 
them. Our lesses were considerable. The An- 
namite attack commenced at one o'clock tils 
morning, simultaneously against the 
part-of the citadel occupied by us and 
the legation. The assailants numbered 30,009, 
They borned the straw barracks with rockets. 
The soldiers’ effects were burned, but the amuai- 
tien and provisious are safe, The legation was 
riddicd with sbot. Iam making all the necessary 
Cispesitions for repulsing another attack, whica 
may be expected to night, at any rate, against the 
legation. Lou need have no uneasiness. 

Hve, July 6 —Midnight.—We remainin possess- 
ion of the citaéel Afterthe shametul attack by 
all the Anramite troops, our treops awoke 
and found . their quarters afire 
and themsdtres being bombarded 
They held their ground until daybreak, when 
they advanced and routed the daemy. From 1,200 
to 1.600 Annamite corpses covered the ground 
Cur losses are sixty killed and wounded.

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Bradjavgh to the Fore 4gain—Tribalations 
of the Cabinet, 

Lonpos, July 6.—Parliament reassembled 
to day. in the house of commons, Bradlaugh, 
escorted by Labouchere and Bart, both radi- 
cals, advanced to the table with the purpose 
oftaking the oath. To this Sir Michael Hicks 
Beach, chancellor of the exchequer, interposed 
an objection. 

He said that the house was strongly of the 
feeling that Bradlaugh should not be allowed 
to go through the form of taking the oath. He 
then moved that Bradiaugh be refused permis- 
sion to swear, and that the sergeant-at-arms 
be directed to exclude him from the precincts 
of the house unless he engaged not to disturb 
the proceedings. The motion was adopted by 
263 to 219. 

In the house of lords the marquis of Salis- 
bury said he would continue the policy adopt- 
ed by Gladstone in regard tothe convention 
with Russia for the settlement of the frontier 
question. 

The marduis of Salisbury, in moving the 
adjournment of the house, said it would be 
convenient to explain the condition of one or 
two important questions which greatly alffect- 
ed foreign effairs and the position of England. 
The matter of the greatest importance, he 
said, was the recent negotiations with Ruesia 
in regard to the frontier of Afghanistan. The 
business of the government was not now to 
consider or comment upon the past. It was 
their business to take up the policy of their 
predecessors, amd conduct it to an issue 
consistent with the public interest, but it is 
their business to enter into any controvers 
regarding that poliéy. It must-be observed, 
he said, that there were very clear restric- 
tions upon theaction of the present govern- 
ment, arising from the fact that they assumed 
the ofier at a time when certain matters were 
drawing nearan end, the result being that 
many pledges were given, and the first duty 
of any government was to see that the 
pledges which an governa- 
ment had given 
observed. Continuing Salisbury said that 
as far as he had opportunity of judging, the 
regotiations between Russia and England had 
been conducted with an earnest desire to 
arrive at an adequate settlement, but he was 
bound to sey the negotiations hed not gone 
far enough to enablé him to speak positively, 
He must ask their lordships not to attach too 
mveh importance to these negotiations as fiual 
and conclusive even when concluded, as the 
v hole condition of affairs in central Asia was 
very unsatisfactory and uncertain. We hope, 
be said, to artive at an amicable settlement 
of the difference in regard to Zalficar pass, 
which England bad promised the ameer 
wonld be included in’ Afghanistan. What 
hed heen promised must be kept. Whatever 
sett’ement might be arrived at, it was but 
duty to skillfully devise and rigorously carry 
out the measures for the defense of the lodian 
fro.tier. Furthermore, we should stretch out 
beyor d, so that when the tide of war comes, it 
will pot come near our defenses. These pre- 
paratiogs must be promptly and energetically 
mad’, and | trust that this policy will never 
by abendoned. .

of the most complicated problems ever sub- 
mitted toa government. e difficulties are 
enormous and of many kinds. Those difficul- 
ties pow form the subject of negotiation. It is, 
perbaps, too early to express an opinion as te 
the issue, Before deciding upon any remedy, 
the government must take counsel of those 
best qualified by experience to guide them. 
Their policy should be steady and without 
oscillation. One of the most momentous issues 
was the defenre of the frontier of Egypt by 
Fgyptians, assisted, no doubt, in some meas- 
ure, by ourselves, egsinst the tide of fanati- 
ciem and barbarism. It is necessary to estab- 
lish such a etate of things that, if we event- 
ually withdraw our protecting hand, Egypt 
would be left safe. All these questions require 
time to settle. One principle must animate 
us, Bamely, to so weigh our steps that, once 
taken, we must now retrace them. The 
military difficulty isa largeone. The polit- 
ical difficulty is another one, Still the ques- 
tien was whether the provinces in the Soudan, © 
which had lately ceased to be practically 
under the control of Egypt, should be aban- 
doned to their fate. The most important of 
all Egyptian questions, however, said Lord 
Salisbury, was the financial question, which 
was as yet unsettled. Until this question was 
settled nothing could be done. There was no 
alternative between taking a steady, cautious 
and circumspect policy, aud. taking 
4 course which would cover 
England with shame,. namely to abandon 
Egypt to her fate. Salisbury then referred to 


-the domestic policy of his government. He 


eaid it was intended to avoid contentious leg- 
isjation, and to promote only such measures 
as were becessary. These would include, per- 
beps, the secretary for Scotland bill. He 
would wind up the session at the earliest date 
poesible, and expressed the hope that the gen- 
eral elections would be held November 17. 

The earl of Canarvron, iord lieutenant of 
Ireland, gave the statisticts ot crime in Ire- 
land in reeent years, showing an enormous 
decrease since the passage of the crimes act, 
The government, he said, under existing cir- 
cumstances, considerit inadvisable to rensw 
the act.

The northern terminus @f the line will 
be Washington, [Pa., which is the southern 
terminus of the Chartiere division of the 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati and St. Louis system 

The objective point in the south is Nashville, 
Tenn., absorbing en route the Kentucky 
Union, which is now under construction, and 
bas for its general direction the shortest sur- 
vey between Cincinnati and southaastern 
Kentucky, thus giving the new enterprise a 
line between Nashville ‘and Cincinnati, Nash- 
ville and Pittsburg and Cincinnati, and the 
timber, coal and iron fields of southern Ken- 
tucky. The surveys have been completed 
and the line located between Washington, Pa., 
and the Kentucky line, amd the engineers are 
in the field between West Virginia and Nash- 
ville. The entire route of the Kentucky 
Union has been selected and the right 
of way secured. The Pennsyl- 
vania company is behind the 
project, and its early completion is therefore 
assured. The construction of the line at this 
time is purely a strategical move to head off 
the Chesapeake, Ohio and Southwestern, 
which belongs to the Huntington system, east 
ofthe Mississippi river. The construction of 
a line between the points named has been 
urged for some years by the intermediate in- 
tereets, but not until Mr. Huatington secured 
Zimmerman’s uncompleted Green River road, 
now the Chesapeake aud Nashville railway, 
which leaves the Chesapeake, Ohio and South- 
western at Lexington and follows the 
Cumberland River road survey to 
Nashville, did the Pennsylvania folks 
give theecheme any encouragement. But as 
soon as they saw that the Huntington lines in 
Kentucky and Tenuessee were likely to force 
a division of the traffic from the Louisville 
and Nashville, the Pittsburg, Cincinnati and 
St. Louis Southern feeder, and possibly force 
the Louisville and Nashville to withdraw trom 
the agreement with the Pennsylvania lines 
altogether, they immediately set to work to 
control a line in the southwest. . From Nash- 
ville the presumption is the new line will 
lake a southwesterly direction, tapping 
Florence and Tuscumbia in Al- 
abama, Aberdeen and © Columbus in 
Mississippi, and ultimately New Orleans. 
When completed it will be the shortest line 
between New Orleans, Nashville, Cincinnati, 
Pittsburg and the northeast. Between Nash. 
ville and the crossing of the Mobile & Ohio in 
Mississippi, one of the wealthiest communities 
aud one of the best agricultural regions in the 
south will be made tributary to the- road, 
while between Nashville and WaShington, 
Pa., a country that is fairly groaning uader 
its weightof mineral, timber and agricul- 
tural wealth, and which is now 
without rail lines of transportation 
will be opened up and facilities given 
it to reach the market ofthe country. It is 
estimated that the lumber traffic alone on the 
Kentucky Union and on the main line ina 
West Virginia and eastern and middle Ken- 
tucky would warrant the construction of the 
road. But the mineral resources of the region 
tapped by the line will doubtless furnish a 
greater business even than the timber. As a 
passenger route between Pittsburg and the 
southwest it will rival the Chesapeake and 
Ohio in gorgeous mountain scenery and 
picturesque plateaus and valleys. But as a 
cold-blooded rival of the Cincinnati Southern, 
Chesapeake and Ohio and- Louisville and 
Nashville systems is where its power as a fac- 

tor in the southern transportation association 
will be felt. Then it will demand and get its 
full share of the freight tonnage and passen- 
ger trafic from-all common pointe, besides the 
business it will create at the intermediate 
points on its own line Itisa big undertak- 
ing, but it is backed by a very much bigger 
corporation.

It will be seen that ‘thus far this year, in 
spite of hard times and hard weather, about 
nine hundred miles have been added to our 
railway system by fifty-six different lines in 
twenty-five ofthe states and territories. This 
is nota very large showing compared with 
the figures of the preceding years, and yet itis 
larger than, perhaps, might reasonably be 
expected. Thestates showing an addition of 
fifty miles or more are Georgia, Florida, Kan- 
sas, Missouri, Minnesota, Nebraska and 
Texes, and in these states, as well as in Cali- 
fornia and Pennsylvania, from four to six 
lines each have been under construction. 
Our records for a number of years show thai 
the new mileage reported within the 
first six months, during a considerable part of 
which work is wholly suspended in many 
parts of the country, represents not more than 
from 25 to 3334 per cent of the totalfor the 
year. Besides this we have record of a large 
number ofroads, in addition to those already 
reported@pon, on which tracklaying will be 
in progress during the year. Hence we con- 
sider it safe to estimate that the total addition 
of railway mileage during 1885 will not be 
less than three thousand miles, and may 
reach four thousand miles. 

. RAILROAD NOTES. 


Mr. John C. Gault, general manager of the 
Ctueen and Crescent, has been looking over its 
affairs and become satisfied that heavy re- 
trenchment in operating expenses is the true 
policy forthe present, as summer business 
will be light, andthe demoralization of rates 
is beyond hiscontrol. He is going to concen- 
trate the offices of the roads constituting the 
line in Cincinnati, and this will result in the 
dismissal of all the clerks of the Vicksburg 
and Meridian andthe Vicksburg, Shréveport 
and Pacific. In this way he expects to make 
a saving of $30,000 to $35,000 a year.

Great “official and 
financial inflaence’’ stands behind them, 
however, and fortified by this mysterious 
autocratic element, they have caused the gov- 
ernment to keep out settlers, while inside the 
territury they acknowledge no allegiance, 
and eyade every duty of citizens. Sarely 
the adminietration will not permit this state 
of things to go on, unless, indeed, the cattle 
kings are fayored by law beyond any other 
Jot of men in this or any othercountry.

LIGHTENING STROKES 


Lightning killed a mule beionging to Ephraim 
Battle, colored, on the Dallis place, near La- 
Grange, on Friday evening. 

A negro boy living with Mr. D. W. Brown, a few 
miles below Carrolton, was killed by lightning on 
last Friday evening. At the time he was struck 
he was standing in the back verandah of Mr. 
Brown’s residence. Strange to say that while the 
negro was killed, asom-of Mr. Brown's not more 
than a foot from him was not hurt. 

On last Friday Greenesboro was visited with 
quite a heavy rain and thunder storm. The light- 
ning was very sharp and struck in several dif. 
ferent places. In the yard of Judge W. M, Weaver 
is a mam moth oak which is overa hundred years 
old, The lightning struck this tree, ran down the 
limbs, cutting the bark off as though it had been 
sawed. The lightning also struck trees in the yards 
of Mrs. L. Clayton, Jesse Wilson and Mrs. Lucy 
Rossman, and hit the railroad track at the Georgia 
railroad depot. Reports from different parts of 
the county bring information that some damage 
was done by the rain, which washed down young 
cotton, and the wind levelled a great deal of corn. 

Near Jamaicia, in Glynn county, little Henry 
Mitchell, youngest son of John C. Laugh: 
inghouse, was instantly killed by a flash of light- 
ning. Quite a number of the family were working 
in the fleld; when a severe cloud was seen coming 
up, all ran to the house. On their arrival they 
looked around to see if all were present; but the 
youngest’ was missing. They ran back in search 
of him and found him lying on his face lifeless, 
evidently killed by lightning. 

During the progress of a terrific rain storm near 
Whitney ‘ast Friday, evening, a negro living on 
the Ben Smith place, in Calhoun county, with his 
horse, were killed by a stroke of lightning. He 
was neara stump at the time, which proved 
the conductor of the bolt that laid him and his 
Mr. H. 8. Johnson, also, narrowly 
escaped similar damages by having an oak stand- 
ing very near his residence shivered by one of 
these messengers of destruction. 

We have received accounts from two corres- 
pondents of the killing of those parties near 
Draketown last week by lightning. The fall names 
ofthe parties were William Mason and Noah 
Leathers, the former about forty and the latter 
about thirteen years of age. 

In a storm in Walker county on last Thursday 
the velocity of the wind was such asto uproot 
trees, sweep away fencing and tear upcrops ina 
fearful manner. Mr. J. C. Roberts was sheltering 
three head of horses in anold out stable, which 
was in rather delapidated condition, and the wind 

lew it down on them, but no damage was done. 

Mr. James Mulligan, of Miller county, hada 
narrow escape of being killed by lightning on 
Wednesday of last week. Jimmy was in the plan- 
tation where ihe timber was pretty thick. While 
there he had leaned against a tall stump to rest 
awhile. Butas the lightning was flashing about 
pretty freely he cencluded to move his quarters, 
and bad gotten about thirty feet irom the stump 
when it was struck by lightning aud 
torn all to pieces. Mr. Mulligan was knocked 
down, and forsome minutes wasinsensible.. He 
recovered his consciousness after a while, and 
started for hishome. He could not navigate very 
well, and finally fell to the ground again. He was 
seen by his plow hands some distance off, who 
came to him, and commenced rubbing him. They 
finally succeeded in restoring him sufficiently to 
enable bim to walk home. He had the jerks fora 
day or two, but is now at himself again.

A RUNAWAY HORSE. .

During the display 
the horse became badly frightened and it gave the 
boy a great deal of trouble to manage him, When 
Mr. Cox and the lady came out of the park and got 
in the buggy the darkey stood at the horse's 
head holdinghim by thebridle. The instant 
ke released his grip upon the the bridle horse 
began plunging and started torun. Mr. Cox did 
not have bim well in hand, and before he could 
fecure perfect control of the lines the horse was 
running. The crowd about the gate and in the 
street was dense. Some one begun yelling: 

‘Look Out; that horse is running away.’’ 

The cry was heard by the hundreds of ladies 
and children who were on the 
street. It indicated great danger, and 
it caused a general stampede. Mothers grabbed 
the children from the ground and ran for the 
edge cithe street, Fathers did the same. The 
josiie and push was indescribable.

THE OHIOAGO MAEKET. 


Weatures of the Speculative Movemenas im 
Grain and Produce, 


By telegraph to The Constitution. 

CHICAGO, July 6—There was a break in wheat 
early in the session, and thegeneral feeling dur- 
ing the day was heavy. The lowest prices in sev- 
eral weeks were touched. The feeling was made 
more bearish at the outset than it otherwise 
would bave been by the great weakness at St. 
Louis during the opening hour. Reports from 
that market were to the effect that mearly every- 
body was selling, and that only shorts were buy- 
ing; that the receiptsthere included 10,500 sacks 
of new wheat with 10,000 bushels more new wheat 
at Baltimore.- On the other side more reports of 
great damage to wheat in shock in Kansas and 
Missouri by six days of continuous rain, and also 
the reports of the Afghans massing troops on the 
Ruesian frontier, sJetween these two conflicting 
budgets of information traders at first Were great- 
ly at a loss to know what todo, but sellers were 
in the mejority andthe market wentdown, Livy- 
erpool was reported easier and cargoes quiet. 
Large arrivals of wheat off the coast for orders 
were noted. New York was steady at the opening. 
l’rime reported the harvest over in Tennesse and 
Kentucky and the cropa failure; the spring wheat 
in Dakota as suffering-from too much rain and 
heading very short on the ground, while thresh- 
ing was gcing on in California and the yield of 
wheat is about eight bushels to the acre, or one 
third the amount of last year’scrop. The expec: 
tation of another increase in the visible supply 
statement caused another wave of weakness in the 
afternoon, and the market closed for the day at 
i*< per cent under Friday. Corn did not move 
enough to make much of the market; August and 
September opened °« per cent lower, struck 47 and 
there stuck fast. Liverpool was slow and our re- 
ceipts were pretty good. New York was little 
easier on corn atthe opening. Prime said that 
corn north of the Ohio river was backward, aud 
that sixty days of exceptionally hot, moist and 
foreing weather would be necessary from this 
time forward’ to mature grain. But there is hardly 
enough in the corn situation at present to talk 
about asthe market has become comparatively 
stationary, while the receipts continue scanty and 
disapproving.

TRYING TO POSTPONE. 

When the session was nearly over, Mr. 
Cooper arose and introduced the following: 

Resolyed, That after the transaction the 
reguisr orcer of business, except the clection of 
officers, this general council then take @ recess un- 
tii 8:50 p. m., When the election of officers shail 
take place at the superior courtroom. 

The resolution was expected. Mr. Cooper 
had promised it, but it met with a warm re- 
ception. 

‘Well, I don’t see any use in that,” said Mr. 
Middlebrook. “Why can’t we go ahead and 
get through now?” 

‘‘] introduce this resolution,’? said Mr. 
Cooper, ‘because there are a great many per- 
sons who want tosee this election and this 
room is not large enough. Then, too, this is the 
first, the very first, time that the general 
council has ever elected city officers openly. 
Always heretefore it bas been done by ballot, 
with cuarded doors and closed windows. Give 
the public a chance.” 

LET’S FINISH. 

“Let’s get through with it,’”’ said Mr. McA- 
fee.

Resolved, That the reguiar order be now sus- 
pended and that the general council proceed now 
to the election ofcfty offi ers and that all except 
chartered officers be elected subject to such change 
of salary during bis term as the general council 
may make itand if it is found that the services of 
any non chartered officer now elected can be 
dispensed with that he or they may be discharged 
without liability on the part of the city for salary 
beyond the time of the service. 

While Mr. Beatie wae reading thig resolution, 
Mr. Kirkpatrick was handed a letter. It was 
from Mr. Gramling, announcing that he could 
not return. When Mr. Beatie was through 
with the resolution, Mr. Kirkpatrick an- 
nounced the contents of the note. The in- 
formation created almost a consternation: in 
the body. Every member looked at his neigh- 
bor, and the mayor, who saw the probability 
of a tie, looked at every member. The candi- 
dates who were counting on Mr. Gramling’s 
vote gave their suspenders a hitch and 
groaned aloud.
